Secretary Gives Views on 
Visit to U.N. — Asserts 
Dictator’s Death Re- 
moves Obstacle to Or- 
ganization’s Aims. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
March 9—The death of Russian 
Premier Stalin substantially en- 
hances the hopts of world peace, 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles declared at a press con- 
ference at United Nitions. head- 
quarters today. The Russian dic- 
tator blanketed the aspirations of 
people in the Soviet orbit for 
peace, Dulles said. 

In Stalin’s death a very serious 
obstacle to U.N. accomplishment 
also-was removed in the opinion 
of Dulles, making his first ap- 
pearance as head of the State 
Department at the United Nations 
where he long served as a mem- 
ber of the American delegation. 

It was his opinion, Dulles con- 
tinued, that the people of the 
world, including those dominated 
by Communists, have desires for 
independence, liberty, and the 
enjoyment of human rights. Rus- 
sia has succeeded in dampening 
those wishes because of the domi- 
nant personality, authority, and 
prestige of Stalin and the late 
dictator’s ambition for -world 


et sphere. He 
therefore con that more 
opportunities for peace were in- 
evitable for the future. 

During a question ang answer 
period attended by more than 
100 reporters from American and 
foreign newspapers and radio 
networks, the Secretary also ex- 
pressed doubt that American 
policy would influence Mao Tse- 
tung, ruler of Red China, to break 
with Russia. He thought that Mao 
had a mind of his own and would 
determine for himself his future 
relations with MoscoW as related 
to international Communism. 

The Secretary also asserted 
that he knew of no new American 
plan to attain a truce or total 
peace in the Korean war. The In- 
dian plan, adopted by the U.N. 
General Assembly, was the best 
solution, Dulles said, and would 
provide a satisfactory end to the 
conflict if the Communists really 
wanted peace. 

No Direct Quotes on Replies. 

Following White House prece- 
dent, the rules of the press con- 
ference permitted paraphrase of 
Dulles’s replies but reporters 
were not permitted to quote him 
directly. At the outset however, 
the Secretary read two prepared 
statements from which he could 
be quoted. 

“The Eisenhower era begins as 
the Stalin era ends,” he said. 

“For 10 years the world has 
been dominated by the malignant 
power of Stalin. He capitalized on 
the prestige which was won by 
the Red army defenders of Stalin- 
grad, and when the Red armies 
moved into eastern Europe, Stalin 
used them to establish his Com- 
munist satellite regimes. In Asia, 
Stalin's plans, laid 25 years ago, 
achieved a dramatic success 
through the Communist civil war 
which brought 450,000,000 Chi- 
nese under Stalin’s sway.

In a brief letter surrendering 
his license, Saigh made no refer- 
ence to having been sentenced 
Jan. 28 in St. Louis to serve 15 
months in prison and pay a $15,- 
000 fine when he elected: not to 
contest two charges of evading in- 
come taxes. He is scheduled to 
begin serving his prison term by 
May 4. 

Since his sentence was imposed, 
Saigh also has relinquished his 
holdings in the St. Louis Card- 


tomorrow as president of the club

my babies, but I couldn’t. Bill, 
she was going to take my babies 
from me.” 


Allred said Lewis, an employe 
at Laclede Steel Company’s Alton 
plant, and his wife had been hav- 
ing disputes about the irregular- 
ity of Lewis’s employment. They 
had been married for five. years. 

Mrs. Allred, the wife’s mother, 
discovered the tragedy when she 
went to the home as usual to care 
for the children while their par- 
ents were at work. Mrs. Lewis had 
been employed at Western Cart- 
ridge Co. 


Hearing the cries of the chil- 
dren and unable to get in the 
door of the combination kitchen- 
bedroom, Mrs. Allred entered by 
a window.

ment, Dulles announced he will 

begin a good-will tour in May of 
the Near East and south Asia to 
acquaint himself with the prob- 
Jems of nations in that area. He 
said his itinerary, was not com- 
pleted and he declined to name 
the nations he planned to visit. 

“President Eisenhower is keenly 
aware of the importance of the 
Near East and south Asia,” Dulles 
said. “The peoples of that part 
of the world have a rich culture 
on which we of the United States 
have largely drawn. The President 
has therefore asked me to go per- 
sonally to the Near East an south 
Asia, to show our friendship for 
the governments and péoples of 
these areas. 


“I am going to get first-hand 
information. I shall listen care- 
fully to what I am told and con- 
sider the problems presented to 
me with utmost sympathy. I shall 
not’ bring with me any specific 
plan or program, nor do I ex- 
pect to ask the governments 1 
visit for any decisions. I am god- 
ing to renew old friendships and, 
I hope, make new ones. * 


“I shall be the first Secretary 
of State to visit these countries. 
I look upon this trip as an oppor- 
tunity to dispel misunderstand- 
ings and to develop close rela- 
tions between the United States 
and these friendly nations.” . 
No Plan ‘for Defense Pact 
He said he had no plans for a 
Pacific or Asian defense or mu- 
tual aid pact which would per- 
form a like function of the North 
Atlantic defense organization for 
Europe. 
Dulles refused to commit him- 
self on the possibility of the re- 
sumption of meetings among the 
Big Four foreign, ministers or a 
meeting with Vyacheslav M. Molo- 
tov, Russia’s new foreign chief. 
He wryly commented that he had 
had experience dealing with 
Molotov before. 

Dulles renewed his warning to 
Europe that. the United States 
-is impatient for the members of 
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the European Defense Commu- 
nity to ratify the pact creating a 
unified military machine. 

The Secretary of State came to 
New York to confer with mem- 
bers of the United States dele- 
gation and other U.N. representa- 
tives. 

His visit follows talks in Wash- 
ington with Britain’s Foreign Sec- 
retary Anthony Eden during 
which the Western Allies’ atti- 
tude toward Soviet government 
changes caused by Stalin’s death 
was touched on. Eden follows 
Dulles here tomorrow for two 
days of talks with other U.N. dei- 
egates. 

The ‘Political Committee wound 
up its debates on Korean truce 
proposals Saturday without indi- 
cating any new action. Its discus- 
sion today was confined to the 
problem of Korean reconstruction 
and U.N. officials did not expect 
Russia’s Andrei A. Gromyko [0 
show up, especially since it is the 
day of Stalin's funeral. 

Gromyko flew in Saturday to 
head the Soviet delegation during 
the absence of Andrei Vishinsky, 


designated as the chief perma- 
nent Soviet U.N. delegate. Vishin- 
sky sailed back to Russia on Fri- 
day for conferefces. 

The Political Committee urged 
U.N. member governments to co- 
operate in the relief and recon- 
struction of Korea, and threw 
out a Soviet move to liquidate the 
U.N. Commission for Korean Uni-’ 
fication and Rehabilitation. The 
vote was 54 to 5 for a seven- 
power résolution for assistance 
to Korea, with only the Soviet 
bloc against it.

“T have no objection to other 
races,” he said, “but we never 
have’ brought a state into the 
union where the Caucasion race 
was in the minority.

Representative McCormack of 
Massachusetts, the House Demo- 
cratic whip, said the Democratic 
platform calls for statehood for 
“both.

He said the Democrats brought 
up both the Hawaii and Alaska 
bills in the last Congress, and he 
asked: “Are they both up today?”

but One Dies — Waves 
Batter Frigate Seven 
Hours—Inquiry On. 


ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, March, 9 
(AP)—Fifty-four sailors perished 
in the Egyptian navy’s worst dis- 
aster in modern history when the 
former minesweeper Sollum sank 
in a storm off Alexandria Satur- 


day night. 

Twenty-five-foot waves battered 
the frigate for more. than seven 
hours before it sank 12 miles off 
this city. 

A Polish cargo ship saved 61 
of the Sollum’s crew of 114, but 
one of them died dater in a 
hospital. Of the 53 drowned sail- 
ors, only one body was recovered. 
Capt. Edmond Ruszezyliski of 
the Polish ship Czech, said that 
the drowned men leaped into the 
raging sea at dusk as his ship 
drew near to attempt a rescue. 
Because of towerin™ waves, the 
Polish rescue ship was unable to 
use lifeboats. Hastily-constructed 
rafts were put out, moored to the 
Polish ship by ropes and trailing 
jropes for the Egyptian seamen to 
seeize. 

The survivors, among them the 
Sollum’s Capt. Abdel Raouf, were 
brought to Alexandria where an 
investigation is under way.

WASHINGTON, March 9 (UP) 
~The AFL urged Congress today 
to extend stronger federal rent 
controls through June 30, 1954. 

Walter J. Mason ontlined the 
AFL’s position in a statement to 
the House Banking Committee, 
which opened hearings today on 
rent control. 

The present law expires April 
30. Committee Chairman Jesse P. 
Wolcott (Rep.) Michigan, has pre- 
dicted that Congress would refuse 
to extend controls except for the 
so-called “critical defense areas.” 
Rent officials have said that would 
eliminate federal controls for 
Chicago, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland and many other areas. 

Joseph B. Meegan, executive 
director of the Back of the Yards 
Council, Chicago, urged that con- 
trols be continued for the big 
Illinois city.

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A Needed Revolution 


Sadly, too many Missourians just do not know 
how inadequate the public schools of their state 
really are. They do not know how inefficiently 
their school-tax dollars are being spent. Some- 
times it seems that their concern for education 
is satisfied just by taking a look up the hill to 
make sure that the little schoolhouse is still 
standing and that the flag is flying over it. 

Something mighty like a revolution, a new 
start from scratch has long been needed to get 
Missouri into the spot which it should occupy 
in the national educational picture. Our schools 
are now governed by a maze of inadequate laws. 
Their financing is characterized by an absence 
of local responsibility and by the expectation of 
“free” money from Jefferson City. The compe 


tence of teachers, the quality of teaching and the | 


facilities for teaching differ amazingly from dis- 
trict to district. 
Surely, our children deserve a better break. 


The chance for such a better break came with 
the organization of the Missouri Citizens Com- 
mission for the Study of Education. Under the 
chairmanship of former State Senator M. C. 
Matthes of Hillsboro, the 21 members of this 
commission, representing every section of the 
state, made a really thorough study of our 
schools and presented recommendations for mak- 
ing them what they ought to be. 

This was an outstanding public service which 
has not received nearly the attention it should 
command. The commission’s report should have 
been studied and discussed in every school dis- 
trict in the state. And a vigorous campaign for 
its adoption, based on this study, should be well 
under way by now. 

But it is not too late. At least some of the 
commission’s recommendations are now before 
the Legislature. This offers a chance to make 
sure that they are not allowed to die of neglect 
or done to death in the name of “economy.” 

Missourians can and should write to Jefferson 
City for copies of the commission report—or for 
a digest of it. They should convince themselves 
of its fundamental good sense, and then insist 
that the Legislature adopt at least its major 
recommendations. 

Broadly, adoption of these recommendations 
would provide good teachers and good schools 
everywhere in the state, instead of just here 
and there. It would create more sensible school 
districts and better supervision. And it would 
equalize—as far as possible—the cost of public 
education. School districts would be put on a 
budgetary basis. Short-sighted communities 
would not be allowed to dodge their responsi- 
bility for school financing. State aid could no 
longer be relied on as a substitute for local ef- 
fort. Instead, it would supplement such effort. 
In short, tax dollars would be used effectively 
to make Missouri schools more nearly what they 
ought to be. 

The commission has done its job well. Mis- 
sourians ought to make themselves familiar with 
this work. And they ought to make sure that it 
bears fruit. 

True, these are times full «f problems and 
preoccupations and effort. But all the effort has 
one basic justification: the desire for a better 
world. And what is more fundamental to that 
than good schooling? 
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Monkey Wrench on the G.O.P. Side 


A Republican Congressman from New York— 
Frederic R. Coudert Jr.—has tossed the latest 
monkey wrench into the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration’s plan to put through statehood for 
Hawaii. With the admission bill due to come 
up in the House Tuesday, Representative Cou- 
dert has proposed a delay that would fall just 
short of forever and a day. What he comes up 
with is a scheme to make the admission of a new 
state a step requiring amendment of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. 

If the Coudert resolution passes, neither 
Hawaii nor Alaska could be admitted until a 
two-thirds vote in each chamber submitted a new 
constitutional amendment. The amendment in 
turn would require the approval of three-fourths 
of the states, through their Legislatures on spe- 
cial constitutional conventions. 

The New York Republican says that admission 
of a new state is of such “fundamental and far- 
reaching importance that the people should be 
given an opportunity to express themselves.” 
Since groups and organizations have been ex- 
pressing themselves on the admission of both 
territories for a long time, this looks like a stall 
and nothing else. . 

Is Mr. Coudert reviving the old big state-little 
state controversy which was fought out in the 
constitutional convention of 1787? Whatever his 
motive, he is playing into the hands of the 
Dixiecrat element in Congress which wants no 
new Senators who might some day vote to clip 
the wings of filibusterers. 
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When States Claim the High Seas 


The dangerous folly of permitting states to 
extend their boundaries into the high seas has 
been spelled out to Congress in convincing de- 
tail by the State Department. Freedom of the 
seas would be endangered, to this country’s great 
disadvantage, said the department's deputy legal 
adviser, Jack B. Tate. Other nations would be pro- 
voked into retaliation with extravagant claims. 

The inseparable bond between territorial 
waters and external relations has been asserted, 
and described, by the Supreme Court in three 
decisions from which excerpts are reprinted to- 
day under the cartoon. 

Already, territorial waters are a sensitive- 
enough area of international dispute. The three- 
mile limit which the United States Government 
finally pressed to world-wide adoption, bringing 
international law and order out of chaotic con- 
ditions, is being infringed on many fronts. 

Mexico has laid claim te a nine-mile belt, and 
is currently engaged in 2 dispute with the United 
States over the operetions of Louisiana and 
Florida fishermen within those waters. Russia 
claims a 15-mile beft. Its satellites, Bulgaria and 
Romania, have extended their territorial waters 
to 12 miles, fimiting navigation off their Black 


- Sea coasts. Britain, Sweden and Denmark have 


protested it. 

Korea has laid claim to a belt of seas ranging 
as much as 60 to 100 miles offshore and is en- 
gaged in a dispute with Japan over these waters. 
Some nations, Mr. Tate testified without identi- 
fying them, are claiming sovereignty over the 
high seas as far as 200 miles from their shores. 

Into these delicate areas of national sovereign- 


ty and national relations, Texas and Louisi- 
ana are cl pressing with pretensions great- 
er than those of many nations. 


’ Louisiana claims to own the Gulf of Mexico to 
a distance of 27 miles. Texas claims at least 1044 
miles of the Gulf. Senator Daniel has introduced 
a bill to extend Texas 175 miles into the Gulf, 
and by legislative fiat Texas declared six years 
ago that its southern boundary extends as far as 
the submerged continental shelf, however far

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Malenkov Preaches Peace 
Western eyes will find one passage of chief 
interest in Premier Malenkov's oration at the 
funeral of Stalin. After describing the Soviet 
Union as “a mighty camp of peace,” the suc- 
cessor dictator said: 
The Soviet Union has waged and is wag- 
ing a consistent policy for the preservation 
and stabilization of a peace policy, of a 
struggle against the preparation and un- 
leashing of a new war policy and of interna- 
tional co-operation and development of busi- 
ness relations with all countries, a policy 
based on the Lenin-Stalin premise of the 
possibility of the prolonged co-existence and 
peaceful competition of two different sys- 
tems, capitalist and Socialist. 


The people want peace and hate war. 
May it come to pass, the wish, sacred to all 
of us, of people to prevent the spilling of 
blood of millions of people and to ensure 
peaceful construction of a happy life. 


In the sphere of foreign policy, our main 
care consists in not permitting a new war 
and in living in peace with all countries. 
The only thing wrong with these fine senti- 
ments is the record. For this record of aggres- 
sion and aggrandizement in Europe and Asia 
through satellite states dominates the history 
of the entire world almost from the collapse of 
Hitler’s Nazi regime eight years ago. It is a 
record that mocks virtually every word in Ma- 
lenkov’s seeming intense devotion tc peace. 

Clearly these words were intended for home 
consumption. Stalin's successor cannot expect 
them to impress a people who have suffered 
more than 100,000 casualties in the Communist 
launched war in Korea. 
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For the Plaza Bonds 


The only opposition to the Plaza bond issue 
that has so far appeared comes from business 
men in the three blocks of unsightly buildings 
between Aloe and Memorial plazas. This is the 
area which would be cleared and redeveloped as 
a park if the bond issue is approved by voters 
at Friday's election. 

It is quite understandable that operators of 
the pawn shops, saloons, sandwich shops and 
cheap hotels in the neighborhaod would object 
to a civic development which will require them 
to move elsewhere. But when their interest is 
stacked against the general public interest, only 
one verdict is possible. The bond issue should 
be approved and the work of improving the city’s 
dooryard for railroad travelers should go for- 
ward. 

The park. project alone is enough to justify 
the bond issue. But by developing the park, the 
city can spark a much greater development 
which will include the construction. of apartment 
buildings by the Urban Redevelopment Corpo- 
ration. This double benefit makes defeat of 
the bond issue unthinkable. 

At the polls Friday, alert citizens who want 
to see progress in rebuilding the central district 
will vote “Yes” on both prepositions—“Yes” to 
retire an unused bond issue, and “Yes” to au- 
thorize a new one. 
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Jobs for Crusaders 

When Republican National Chairman C. Wes- 
ley Roberts was interviewed on television recent- 
ly, he was asked what he intended to do about 
meeting the strong- party demand for federal 
jobs. He replied that some revision of civil serv- 
ice regulations could be expected for the pur- 
pose—and here he smiled confidentially—of ‘‘in- 
creasing efficiency.” 

Everybody who saw the program must have 
known what the smile meant. It meant that Mr. 
Roberts was mainly interested in finding well- 
paying federal jobs for deserving marchers in 
the great crusade. 

A White House announcement indicates that 
Mr. Roberts will shortly be successful. The Pres- 
ident this week is to issue an executive order 
that will remeve several hundred top govern- 
ment positions from civil service protection. 
President Truman, so the White House contends, 
placed certain types of jobs under civil service 
that ought not to be there. These are now going 
to be “unfrozen,” and agency heads are to be 
given greater latitude in determining which 
jobs come under civil service and which do not. 

The purpose of the change, says the White 
House, is to strengthen civil service. The foun- 
dation: of a “genuine” career service has been 
undermined, it is alleged, by allowing the sys- 
tem to “drift” to the point where it may hamper 
rather than assist efficient administration. So 
the drift is going to be stopped, and confidence 
in the system is to be restored. 

Yes, indeed. But many citizens will find the 
decision easier to accept than the explanation. 
As long as this Administration has decided to 
do the deed, it might better do it in discreet 
silence. 
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Three Mayoral Stands on Transit 

Differences between the three leading may- 
oral candidates are especially clear with regard 
to the St. Louis transit mess. ’ 

Raymond R. Tucker says a good transit sys- 
tem is the key to the city’s future. He has 
pledged his support of the work of the metro- 
politan Board of Freeholders, who are to plan 
an area-wide form of public transit ownership. 
This board holds the hopes of a transit solution. 

Mark D. Eagleton, Mr. Tucker's Democratic 
opponent, says the area should “not rush into 
public ownership . . . without the most careful 
consideration.” The transit mess has had a good 
deal of careful consideration and the freeholders 
were appointed to give it more careful consider- 
ation, but Mr. Eagleton still advises caution. 

Carl G. Stifel, Republican, opposes public 
ownership and has just offered his own plan for 
a new form of private ownership backed by tax 
exemptions, with all profits over 6 per cent to 
be divided between city, state and company. 

The Stifel idea ignores the probability that 
the public would not grant much tax subsidiza- 
tion to a private firm. Transit paid $1,501,000 in 
taxes to the city alone last year. And a profit 
rate of more than 6 per cent might not develop 
before the millenium. Moreover, a major ad- 
vantage of public ownership is to plow profits 
back into improving service, and the Stifel plan 
would prevent that. 

To sum up, Mr. Tucker supports the most 
workable approach to the transit mess. Mr. 
Eagleton still wants to go slow. Mr. Stifel offers 
his own remote brand of elixir. 
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CONSIDERING THE QUALIFICATIONS OF A NEW HOUSING CHIEF 


The Supreme Court on Offshore’ Oil 


The Mirrer | 
of 
Public Opinion 


In the California Case 
June 23, 1947 


At the time this country won its inde- 
pendence from England there was no set- 
tled international custom or understanding 
among nations that each nation owned a 
three-mile water belt along its borders. 


It did happen that shortly after we be- 
came a nation our statesmen became inter- 
ested in establishing national dominion 
over a definite marginal zone to protect 
our neutrality. 

That the political agencies of this nation 
both claim and exercise broad dominion 
and control over our three-mile marginal 
belt is now a settled fact. And this asser- 
tion of national dominion over the three- 
mile belt is binding upon this court. 


Whatever any nation does in the open 
sea, which detracts from its common use- 
fulness to nations, or which another nation 
may charge detracts from it, is a question 
for consideration among nations as such, 
and not their separate governmental units. 


The very oil about which the state and 
nation here contend might well become the 
subject of international dispute and settle- 
ment. 

The state is not equipped in our consti- 
tutional system with the powers or the 
facilities for exercising the responsibilities 
which would be concomitant with the do- 
minion which it seeks. 


We decide that California is not the 
owner of the three-mile marginal belt along 
its coast, and that the Federal Government 
rather than the state has paramount rights 
in and power over that belt, an incident 
to which is full dominion over the re- 
sources of the soil under that water area, 
including oil. 


In the Louisiana Case 
June 5, 1950 


As we pointed out in United States vs. 
California, the issue in this class of litiga- 
tion does not turn on title or ownership 
in the conventional sense. National inter- 
ests, national responsibilities, national con- 
cerns are involved. The problems of com- 
merce, national defense, relations with 
other powers, war and peace focus there. 
National rights must therefore be para- 
mount in that area. 

We have carefully considered the ex- 
tended and able argument of Louisiana in 
all its aspects and have found no reason 
why Louisiana stands on a better footing 
than California so far as the three-mile 
belt is concerned. 

There is one difference, however, be- 
tween Louisiana’s claim and California’s. 
The latter claimed righis in the three- 
mile belt. Louisiana claims rights 24 


If, as we held in California's case, the 


Ruling on claims of the three claimant states separately the court 
held that a higher right than personal ownership—national sov- 
ereignty—was involved; that states lacked authority to rule the 
area; and that the Union was constitutionally bound to do so. 


three-mile belt is in the domain of the na- 
tion rather than that of the separate states, 
a follows that the ocean beyond that limit 
also is. 


The ocean seaward of the marginal belt 
is perhaps even more directly related to 
the national defense, the conduct of for- 
eign affairs and world commerce than is 
the marginal sea. Certainly it is not less 
so. 

So far as the issues presented here are 
concernéd, Louisiana’s enlargement of her 
boundary emphasized the strength of the 
claim of the United States to this part 
of the ocean and the resources of the soil 
under that area, including oil. 


In the Texas Case 
June 5, 1950 


It is said that the sovereignty of the 
sea can be complete and unimpaired no 
matter if Texas owns the oil underlying it. 
Yet, as pointed out in United States vs. 
California, once low-water mark is 
passed the international domain is reached. 
Property rights must then be so subor- 
dinate to political rights as in substance to 
coalesce and unite in the national sov- 
ereign. 

Today the controversy is over oil. 
Tomorrow it may be over some other sub- 


- stance or mineral or perhaps the bed of 


the ocean itself. If the property, whatever 
it may be, lies seaward of low-water mark, 
its use, disposition, management and con- 
trol involve national interests and national 
responsibilities. 


That is the source of national rights in 
it. Such is the rationale of the California 
decision which we have applied to Louisi- 
ana’s case. 


Unless any ‘claim or title which the 
Republic of Texas had to the marginal 
sea is subordinated to this full paramount 
power of the United States on admission, 
there is or may be in practical effect a 
subtraction in favor of Texas from the 
national sovereignty of the United States.

And in 1947 she put 
the extended boundary to the outer edge 
of the continental shelf.

HOW THIN THE VEIL, by Jack Kerkhoff. (Greenberg, 
311 pqs., $3.50.)

Writing the book 
was a daring under-

So it was the bright side that he 
mostly showed, providing elements of syr=- 
pathy and understanding, humor and even 
love. 

“How Thin the Veil” may be accepted 
as a faithful picture of life in a state hos- 
pital for the mentally afflicted, without 
forgetting that this Jack Kerkhoff, in his 
right mind, has a gift for romanticizing 
when he writes, as he showed 20 years ago 
in his “romantic biography” of Aaron 
Burr, described at the time as a frame- 
work of fact festooned with the author's 
fancy. 

It was a very fascinating biography, as 
now recalled, which did not suffer much 
from the festooning. The same thing can 
in fairness be said of the story of what 
went on at the Michigan State Hospital 
when he was there. 


The day-by-day recital is a mingling of 
reality and romance, with unnamed pa- 
tients, and with nurses and attendants 
named with their permission to supply the 
reality. The drawing together of Patient 
Kerkhoff and a mildly afflicted young-wom 
an given the name of Suzy fillSin the 
romance. 

For it seemed to the author that even 
in a state hospital.there would be some- 
thing Macking if boy didn’t meet girl, even 
though there could not be a happy ending. 
Not happy, that is, for the girl because, 
while she could help her “Yack” toward 
recovery, she eouldn’t help herself and 
would have to stay when he went away. 

There is much that is not lovely in a 
state hospital and Mr. Kerkhoff has not 
been one to try to make it lovely. But 
there is much, too, that is human and 
therefore lovable, as he reveals, without 
romanticizing. It could be that the recov- 
ery of the author was due to the compas- 
sion that he found in the rending of the 
veil.

What we have here is the per- 
fect demonstration of how domes- 
tic politics, played innocently and 
naively according to the local

By HOWARD DERRICKSON 
A gradual merging of the two 
major styles of Werner Drewes 
—abstraction and representational 
painting — is apparent in the 
52-year-old artist's first retrospec- 
tive show, which opened yesterday 
at the Artist’s Guild. Here for 
the first time one can trace the

50 oil paintings, water 
colors and prints. All except a 
few of the pictures date from 
1949 to 1953, but enough early 
work is included to indicate the 
direction of his development. 
Arrangement of the paintings 
in the large gallery, in -fact, as- 
sists in outlinfng the trend. Early 
non-objective canvases are on the 
right as one enters, with older 
realistic studies and 


the two preceding styles. 
No, 266, completed in 1941, 
typifies his abstract work of that 


period. It is completely intellec- 


tual and , without con- 
scious reference to any natural or 
man-made object. 

Warm colors advance and cool 
ones recede to create the only 
spatial relationships in the paint- 
ings, which is otherwise a flat 
and disciplined pattern, unlike 
later works, in which line gives 
the illusion of depth. 


From Abstraction te Realism. 


“Green Landscape,” on the 
other hand, accurately depicts a 
scene on Drewe’s farm in the Cat- 
skills of New York state, his sum- 
mer home. Local color is faith- 
fully reproduced in the picture, 
which thus contrasts with the 
lighter and brighter palette of his 
later landscapes, modified by the 
~ to experiments of his abstrac- 
ons. 


Less realistic} but still with 

recognizable tendrils and blades 
of grass, is “Imprisoned in Sum- 
mer Heat.” Here the coolness of 
the plant greenery is used to in- 
tensify the picture’s total effect 
of stifling humidity. 
In the large, assured and recent 
oils there is again a duality of 
effort—a resolution of actual ob- 
jects into blocky monumentality 
and into translucent crystalline 
structures. The later fragmen- 
tation of space is exemplified in 
“Morning in Forest Park,” in 
which two human figures give 
scale and appear to be the sole 
elements not analyzed into cubist 
planes of light. 

Color, in addition to being con- 
sistently more vibrant and lumi- 
nous than nature’s, is also simpli- 
fied, with one dominant hue to 
each canvas. Each palette, the 
artist explained, was the result 
of a different “color mood” that 
the scene induced in his mind. 


Emotions and Colors. 


“The Bridge,” painted last sum- 
mer near Bern, Switzerland, is 
predominantly clear blue and pur- 
ple, even to the trees. In “Zu- 
rich,” the color impression was a 
light and ethereal green, whereas 
“Summer Scene in the Catskills” 
came through the alembic of the 
artist’s imagination a bright yel- 
ow. 


Emotions related to color grow 
quite complex in “Forest Park 
Lake” and another later park 
scene, when the artist, “hungry 
for a different color scheme,” was 
anticipating the stimulation of a 
return trip to Mexico.

SERGE! PROMOFIEFF, 
COMPOSER, I DEAD 


Soviet Pianist Was Considered 
One of Greatest Writers 
of Modern Music. 


LONDON, March 9 (AP)—One “S 


of the Soviet Union’s musical 
greats, Sergei Prokofieff, is dead 
at 61. He was the victim of a 
cerebral hemorrhage, the same 
ailment that took the life of Jo- 


don’s Communist Daily Worker 
and the Paris party organ L’Hu- 
manite announced the death of 
the famed composer of sympho- 
nies, ballets, “Peter and the 
Wolf,” and a host of other music. 

The announcement said he was 
buried in a Moscow cemetery on 
Saturday. Presumably he 
some time last week. 

The Western world considered 
him one of the greatest of modern 
composers. In the Soviet Union, 
he was in and out of government 
favor. In recent years he had 
made his peace with the Soviet 
Communist party, extolled its 
leaders in his work, and once 
more was in good standing. 

Born on a Ukrainian estate, 
Prokofieff said he composed his 
first piece when he was only four. 
After 10 years’ study in Lenin- 
grad, he embarked on his com- 
posing career In 1914. Rehearsals 
for this first opera, “Le Joueur,” 
were interrupted by the 1917 rev- 
olution. 

In 1918, he went abroad with 
money advanced by Serge Kous- 
sevitsky, conductor of the Boston 
Symphony and his greatest advo- 
cate in the Western world. He re~- 
turned to Russia in 1925, but 
went to the United States the fol- 
lowing year. He toured Russia in 
1927, then returned to the West 
to work, finally going back to the 
Soviet Uhion to live in 1937. 


Prokofieff made an appearance 
as composer - pianist - conductor 
with the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra Jan. 29-30, 1937. He was 
soloist for his C Major Piano Con- 
certo, and conducted the suite 
from his opera “The Love For 
Three Oranges.”

Safeguarding Teeth

POCKET toothbrush properly used immediately after 
A ext meal is your key to nreventing further cavities in 

your teeth. A toothbrush should be as much a pocket 
tool as a fingernail file or book matches. 

After-meal toothbrushing plus twice yearly visits to your 
dentist, fluoridation of your city’s water supply, or fluoride 
applications to your children’s teeth is the modern program 
in preventative dentistry against tooth decay. 

Most authorities now agree that tooth decay is caused by 
fermentation of food particles remaining on and between teeth 
after eating. These fermenting food particles produce acids 
that penetrate hard tooth enamel and allow damaging germs 
to get through. The decay comes from the outside, not the 
inside. If you brush out food particles, there is nothing to 
ferment. Your hard tooth enamel remains an impregnable 
defense against the decay-producing germs.

SALIVA HELPS prevent the acid-producing fermentation 
of foods between the teeth. With the large intake of starches 
and sugars by most Americans, the saliva alone can’t protect 
teeth. 

After eating anything, carefully brush your teeth. The 
idea is to brush them within 10 minutes after eating. Most 
tooth damage occurs in the first 90 minutes after eating. That 
means that morging and night toothtrushing, hours before 
and after eating, does not prevent tooth decay. 


Teeth should always be brushed in the direction away 
from the gums—downward along the upper row of teeth and 
upward along the lower teeth and: never toward the gums. 
You need not press hard on the brush. Actually, pressure 
alone does rot completely remove food particles. A vibrating 
motion works best, moving the bristles over and in between 
the teeth, dislodging food particles. 

x k * 

START WITH THE CHEEK side of the teeth and work 
around the other side of the mouth, moving the toothbrush 
always in the direction from gum to teeth. Then similarly 
brush the biting surfaces. Finally, brush on the tongue side 
of the teeth. A thorough job requires about three minutes, 
It is a small time investment, considering how much time in 
the dentist’s chair it can save, not to mention saving teeth. 

It doesn’t really matter what tooth powder or paste you 
use when you brush your teeth. After-meal toothbrushing 
requires none.

Calling Them “Clipper” Ships. 


éé OW that the name ‘clip- 
j per’ has been borrowed 

by the airplane,” one of 
our readers writes, “the mind 
goes back to the old ‘clipper’ 
ships, pride of early American 
commerce. Can you give the 
origin of the name?” 

To dispose of the word's 
etymology, as applied to the 
ships, this is obscure, although 
the vessels’ naming has a story. 
The word “clip” in the sense of 
“cut off” seems to originate in 
a Teutonic root meaning, first 
of all, to embrace, to clasp, and 
only by extension to cut, or cut 
off, as a clipper cuts off hair. 
It has been suggested that ‘clip- 
per,” applied to the ships in 
question, had its source in the 
Danish “Kleppen,” meaning to 
run swiftly, which would ally it 
with the English clip. What is 
certain, however, is that the clip- 
per ships were so called because 
of their greater speed. 


The original clipper was a ship 
sharp bow (for “cutting” 
through the water?) and a great 
spread of canvas, designed for fast 
sailing.
